States of 
America, and defigns to profeeute the fame 
to the total Deftruétion ‘of their “Liberties 
and Property, apd to the eftablifhing’ Defpo- 
tifm and Slavery over our Country: ,, FOR: 
PREVENTION whcereof, and that:the Inz; 
habitants of this State may be armed, train- 
ed and difciplined in the Art of War, where- 
by they may be “enabled not. only to affert: 
their juft Rights but alfo tô defend theme 
felves, their Lives and Properties, and pre- 
ferve inviolate that Freedom, they derived 
from their Anceftors and‘the Conftitution, 
and tranfmit the fair Inheritance to their 
Pofterity ; * 


BE IT ENACTED by the Generay 
‘AssEMBLY of Delaware, and it is hereby 
enacted by the Avithority of the fame, That, 
every able-bodied effective Male white Per- 
fon, of the Age of ‘eighteen and under fifty 
Years, refiding im this State, (Clergymen 
and Preachers of tlie Gofpel of every Deno- 

mination, 
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mination, Judges of ‘the Supreme t s, 
and Courts of Common Pleas,” and every, 
Keeper of a Public Goal ‘within this State," 
Indented Servants and Servants adjudged ta 
ferve their Creditors,. dnd thofe who have. 
already regularly” enrolled, .only excepted) 
who fhall refufe or negleét-to enrol himfelé, 
in fome Troop of Horfe, or in fome Com~ 
pany of Militia, in the Diftrict or Neigh- 
bourhood in which he refides, on or before 
the Tenth Day of April next, fhall forfeit 
and pay the Sum of Twenty Shillings: And 
every fuch Perfon fo refufing or neglecting,’ 
who is affefled or rated towards the pùb- 
lic Taxes for fhe current Year at Ten and 
under Twenty Pounds in the County of New- 
cafile andat Fifteen and under Thirty Pounds 
in the other Counties (that being the Dif- 
ferente "in the Mod¢ of Affeffment) fhall 
forfeit and pay, annually, the Sum of Thirty 
Shilings, over and above the“ faid Twenty 
Shillings ; and every fuch Perfon fo refufing 
and neglecting, whois afleffed or rated to- 
wards the public Taxés for the current 
Year at Twenty Pounds or upwards in the 
County of New-cafle, and at Thirty Pounds 
or upwards in the other Counties, fhall for- 
teit and pay, annually, the Sum ọf Fifty Shil- 
; lings 
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lings, over and above the {aid Twenty Shil- 
lings : And if fuch as are Appientices, or 
under Age, fhall be teftiained by their 
Mafteis, Parents or Guardians from enrol- 
ling themiclvcs as afoicfaid, then and in 
{fuch Cafe the faid Penalties fhall be paid 
by the Mafter, Parent or Guardian fo re- 
ftiaining them iefpectively. And in Cafe any 
Dilpute fhall arife about the Age of any 
Peifon, the fame fhall be determined by the 
Captain before whom fuch Difpute fhall 
happen, on the Oath or Affirmation of the 
Perion whofe Age 1s m Queftion, or the 
Oath o: Affirmation of his Parent, or fome 
other ciedible Witnefs, which Oath or Af, 
firmation the faid Officer is hereby impot” 
ered to adminifter, and to determine accor- 
dingly. 


AND BE IT ENACTED, 
That every Male Perfon of the Age of fifty 
Years and upwards (Cleigymen and Preach- 
cis of the Gofpel of every Denomination, 
every Keeper of a public Goal, and thofe 
who have a Son or an Apprentice between | 
the Ages of eighteen and twenty-one Years 
enrolled as aforefaid, only excepted,) who 
ccth not enrol himfelf as aforefaid, fhall, 
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as a {mall Compenfation for the Protection 
and Security of his Perfon and Property de- 
rived from the Militia, pay, annually, the 
Sum of One Shilling and Six-pence m the 
Pound in the County of New-caffle, and 
One Shilling ìn the Pound in the other Coun- 
tics, to the Collector of the public Levies of 
the Hundred in which he refides, over and 
above his other Taxes. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
‘That every Perfon enrolled, who is rated in 
the County of New-cafle at Four Pounds, 
o1 in the other Counties ot this State at Six 
Pounds or upwards, towards the Payment 
of public Taxes, fhall at his own Expence 
provide himfelf, and every Apprentice, or 
other Perfon, of the Age of eighteen and 
under twenty-one Years, who hath an E- 
{tate of his own of the Value of Eighty 
Pounds, or whofe Parent is rated at Twelve 
Pounds in the County of New-caffle, or at 
Twenty Pounds in the other Counties, to- 
wards the public Taxes, fhall by his Parent 
, or Guardian, ref{pectively, be provided, with 
aMufket or Firelock, with a Steel Ramrod, 
a Bayonet, Cartouch-Box to contain twen- 
ty-three Cartridges, a Priming-Wire, Bruth 
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and fix Fiints, all in good Order, on of 
bcfore the fr? Day ot May next, and fhalt 
keep the fame by him at all Times ready 
and fit for Service, under the Penalty of 
Twenty Shillings for every two Months Ne- 
glect or Default, to be paid by fuch enrolled 
Paton, if of full Age, and by the Parent 
or Guardian of fuch as are under Age; the 
fame to be charged by the Guardian to his 
Waid, and allowed at Settling the Ac- 
counts of his Guardianfhip : PROVIDED 
ALWAYS, That if it fhould appear to the 
Satisfaction of the Field-Officers of the 
Battalion to which fuch Perfon fo neglecting 
doth belong, that he hath ufed Endeavours 
to procure diuch Arms and Accoutrements, 
but could not, that then and in fuch Cafe 
the Fine may be remitted and a longer Time 
allowed for furnifhing the fame. 


AND BE IT ENACTED, That every 
Perfon between the Ages of eighteen and 
fifty Years, (Clergymen and Preachers of 
the Gofpel, Judges, Keepers of public 
Goals, indented Servants and Servants ad- 
judged to ferve their Creditors, excepted) 
refufing or negleéting to enrol himéelf as 
afoiefaid, flall foi feit and pay for every Dey 

that 
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that thofe who enrol are by this Act obliged 
to train and exercife, either in Battalion 
or Companies, the Sum of Three Shillings 
and Nine-pence: PROVIDED ALWAYS, 
That if fuch Perfon, fo refufing or neglect- 
ing, fhall at any Time after enrol himfelf 
as before directed, the aboye Penalty fhall 
only be paid for the Days he fhall have ne- 
glected to enrol and exercife, and that he 
{hall afterwards be fubject to the fame Rules 
and Regulations with other Enrollers. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That each Company of Foot-Militia in this 
State, now formed, or that hereafter may 
or fhall be formed, fhall confift of fifty 
Privates at the Jeaft, and fhall not exceed 
the Number of feventy-fix ; and if a great- 
er Number than feventy-fix fhall be enrol- 
led in any one Company, then the Enrol- 
ment of any after the firft feventy-fix effec- 
tive Privates fhall be deemed void, and fuch 
fhall enrol in fome other Company.

fud Company, and a Certificate of the Of- 
ficers fo eleéted, tothe Picfident or Com- 
mander in Chief, in order that Commiffions 
may iffue to thofe Officers, which fhall be 
done by the Puefident or Commande in 
Chicf ex Oficio, without Fee or Reward, 
And all Vacancies of Vicld-Officers fhal 
and may be fupphed by the I:lections of the

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Battalion in which fuch V scancies have bagi 
pened, or may hereafter happen, which E~ 
leCtions fhall be held at convenient Times 
and Places, after due Notice given by the 
Commanding Officer of fuch Regiment or 
Battalion, in the Prefence of fuch Command- 
mg Officer, and fhall be by Ballot; after, which 
he fhall tranfmit the Name or Names of 
the Perfon or Peifons chofen by a Majority 
of Votes to the Piefident or Commande:

PROVIDED ALWAYS, Thatif any Va- 
cancy that hath happencd, or may hereafter 
happen, in any Company o! Regiment, fhal

Cafe the Prefident or Commander in Chie 
may and fhall nominate and appoint fucl 
Perfon as he fhall think moft fuitable t 
fill up fuch Vacancy, 


AND BE IT FURTITER ENACTED 
That the Prefident or Commander in Chie! 
with the Approbation of the Privy-Coun 
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al, cr any two of them, may and fhalt 
Commifionate thice Brigadiers General, 
„and alfo one Major General (af he {hall 
think fuch Appomtment neceflary) to com- 
mand the Militia of this State. 


AND, for the Purpofe of afcertaining the 
Perfons who do not enrol themfelves agree- 
able to the Directions of this Act, IT IS 
HEREBY ENACTED, That the Com- 
manding Officer of every Company fhall, 
on or before the fit Day of May next, 
and once in every fix Months after, return 
a Mufter Roll o1 Paper, certified by him, to 
the Commanding Officer of the Battal- 
on to which he belongs, and alfo a Lift of 
all the Non-Enrollers within his Diftrict, 
diftinguifhing thofe who are between cigh- 
teen and twenty-one Years, and thofe who 
are fifty Years of Age and upwards, under 
the Penalty of Twenty Shillings. And the 
fad Commanding Officer of the Battalion 
fhall, within one Month next after the 
Receipt of fuch Roll, fend a Copy hereof 
under his Hand to the Piefident or Com- 
mander in Chief in this State for the Time 
being, under the Penalty of Three Pounds.

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AND BE IT ENACTED, That every 
Company of Foot and Troop of Horfe 
fhall be exercifed one Day in every Month, 
at fuch Places within his Diftryct as the 
Commanding Officer thall direct, (except 
in Julh, January and February ;) and cvery 
Battalion fhall be exercifed in Battalion, 
at fuch Times and Places as the Field-Of- 
ficers of the Battalion {hall appoint, twice if, 
each Year, the Day of Exercife in Battalion 
being accounted as the Day of Exercife for 
that Month. And every Corrimiffioned Of-

«ther Accoutrements, as before directed, 
11 good Order, and there diligently, decent- 
ty and obediently attend to Inftruction, 
aid perform his Exercife in Arms according 
:9 the Commands and Orders of the Com- 
manding Officer. And if any non-com- 
miflioned Offiter’ or Private fhall not ap- 
pear on the Parade, with his Firelock and 
other Accoutrements (as foon as he can be 
accommodated with the fame) in good Order, 
having no reafonable Excufe, and anfwer 
to his Name when the Roll is called over, 
which the Commanding Officer of cach 
«’ompany is hereby directed to caufe to be 
cone, at the Diftance of one Hour after the 
“Cime appointed for meeting on the Parade, 
he fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Three 
Shillings and Nine-pence for every fuch Ne- 
‘ject, and ifafter Appe:ance and anfwering 
io his Name he fhall not there behave him-

That if any Complaint fhall be made to

„of Duty, of any commiffioned Officer, in 
any Matter or Thing required of him by 
this Act, then fuch Colonel or Command- 
ing Officer fhall and may appoint a 
Court-Martial, which fhall confilt of feven

{ident whereof {hall be a Field-Officer, who, 
or a Majority of whom, {thall hear, try, de- 
termine, and give Sentence on fuch Of-

AND BE IT ENACTED, That the Co- 
lonel or Commanding Officer of every Bat- 
talion fhall employ a fkilful and able Ad- 
jutant for his Battalion, who fhall train 
and exercife the Battalion, and the feveral 
Companies thereof, according to the Di- 
rections of the Colonel or Commanding 
Officer, and fhall receive for every Day he-= 
is actually employed, any Sum not exceed- 
ing Ten Shillings ; and he fhall alfo appoint 
a Drum- and Fite-Major, who, for every 
Day they may be employed in teaching 
the Drummers and Fifers of the Battalion, 
fhall be allowed any Sum not exceeding 
Seven Shillings and Six-pence. And every 
Captain fhall appoint a Drummer and Fif- 
erfor his Company. And every Captain

AND BE IT ENACTED, That if any 
Brigade, Battalion or Company {hall be cal- 
led forth into actual Service, the Officers. and 
Men refpectively who fhall be fo called 
forth, whilft they are in actual Service, fhalt 
be fubjeét and liable to the Rules and Regu- 
lations eftablifhed by the Continental Con- 
grefs tor the Government of the Continent- 
al Aimy, and fhall, for a Month of thir- 
ty Days, and fò in Proportion, exclufive of 
their Provifions, be entitled“ to, and receive 
the following Pay, fo wit ;

And upon every fuch Alarm, 
any Officer under the Degree of a Captain, | 
and every Private, fhall, and is hereby re- 
quired, immediately to repair with his Arms, 
and Accoutrements to the Habitation of the 
Captain of the Company to which he be~ 
longs, unlefs {ome other Place fhall be ap- 
pointed for that Purpofe, there to receive 
{uch Orders, and march to fuch Place as hê 
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'fhall appoint, and fhall obey all fuch Com- 
mands as the faid Captan or Commanding 
Officer fhall give, under the Penalty of 
Twenty-five Pounds if a commiffioned Of- 
ficer, and Ten Pounds if a non-commiffioned 
Officer or Private; and after the faid Com- 
pany is fo formed, ıt fhall be confidered to be 
in actual Service, and in full Pay, and fo 
fhall remain until difchai ged. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That every General-Offieer, in cafe of an 
actual Invafion or an Alarm, fhall obey 
tuch Orders as he fhall receive from his fu- 
perior Officer, under the following Penal- 
ties, fo wit; Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
if the Major-General, and One Hundred and 
Seventy-five Pounds i£ a Brigadier-General ; 
and alfo upon a Conviction of Difobedience 
of fuch Oiders by a {pecial Court-Martial, 
to be compofed of three Colonels, three o- 
ther Field-Officers and feven Captains, who 
are to be nominated by the Commander in 
Chief of this State for the Time being, and 
to be on Oath, he fhall be cafhued, . And

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That if any Perfon, either Officer or Private, 
fhall be wounded or difabled upon any 
Invafion, orin any Military Service under 
this Aét, he fhall be taken Care of, fup- 
ported and maintained according to his 
Rank and Dignity, at the public Charge 
of this State during the Time of his Difa- 
bility. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That no Perfon or Perfons, by this Act di- 
rected to mect and mufter at the Days and 
Times aforefaid, fhall be lable to be arrefted, 
or taken, by any Sheriff, Conftable or other. 
Officer in any Civil Achkion whatfoever, on 
the Day of fuch Meeting, in going to, re- 
maining at, or returning from the fame, 
but every fuch Arreft fhall be, 7p/o facto, 
void, and the Officer making the fame fhall 
be liable to an Action of Trefpafs for falfe 
Imprifonment at the Suit of the Party fo 
arrefted, and he fhall be forthwith fet at 
Liberty, and difcharged from the Cuftody 
of fach Officer, by Order of any one Judge 
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or Juftice of the Peace of the County where 
fuch Arreft is made, or by the Captain of 
the Company in which fuch Perfon hath 
enrolled : And the“Arms and Accoutrements 
aforefaid of every Perfon, required by this 
Aét to provide and keep the fame for Mili- 
tary Sevice, fhall be, and are hereby de- 
clared to be, exempt and privileged from all 
Diftrefles, Executions, Extents, Attach- 
ments or other Procefs whatfoever ; and any 
civil Officer diftraining, feizing, attaching or 
taking the fame in Execution, {hall forfeit 
and pay the Sum of Three Pounds to the 
Paity grieved ; and any Sale thereof by him 
made fhall be null and void. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That all Fines, Forfeitures and Penalties 
mentioned in this Act, incurred by any 
Perfon enrolled in the Militia under the De- 
gree of a commiflioned Officer, fhall be paid 
to the Captain of the Company to which 
he belongs, within ten Days after the Time 
the fame became due. And all Fines, For- 
fatures and Penaltics by this Act impofed 
on any commuioned Officer, under the 
Rank of a Coloncl, for a Breach or Ne- 
glect of his Duty, fhall be paid within the 
‘Time above mentioned to the Colonel of 

the 
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the Regiment to which fuch Officer doth be- 
long. And all Fines by this Act impofed. 
on a Colonel, or other Superior Officer, for 
a Breach or Neglect of his Duty, fhall be 
paid by him to the Military Treafurer of the 
County in which he refides. And in cafe 
of the non-payment of the faid Fines, 
Forfeitures or Penalties, within the Time a- 
forefaid, to the Perfons aforefaid refpec- 
tively appointed to receive the fame, fuch 
Captain, Colonel or Military Treafurer, in 
whofe Department iuch Default may be, 
fhall make Application to any Juftice of the 
Peace of the County in which he refides, 
where the Fine, Forfeiture or Penalty doth 
not exceed Five Pounds, who fhall thereup-

Judgment fhall pafs againft the Defendant, 
the Fine and Cofts arifing on fuch Judg- 
ment fhall be levied by Diftrefs and Sale 
of the Offender’s Goods and Chattles by 
Warrant under the Hand and Seal of any 
one Juftice of the Peace of the County 
where fuch Judgment is given; and in Caie 
no Goods or Chattles can be found, then 
by Imprifonment of the Body of the faid 
Offender until Payment made of the {aid 
Fine. And in Cafe of non-payment of 
the faid Fines, Forfcitures or Penalties, ex- 
ceeding Five Pounds, within the Time afore- 
fud to the Perfons aforefaid refpectively ap- * 
pointed to receive the fame, duch Perfon, 
in whofe Department fuch Default may be, 
may and fhall commence an Action of Debt 
for the fame in any Court of Common 
Pleas within this State againft the Perion 
who hath forfeited the fame, and may de- 
clarein {uch Action, that the faid Penalty, 
or Forfeiture was incurred by a Neglect of 
iome Duty, or the Commiffion of fome 
Offence mentioned in this Act, and may 
proceed to Trial, Judgment and Exccution, 
as in other Aétions cognizable in the faid 
Courts. And the faid Colonels and Cap- 
tains may and {fhall, from Time to Time,

pay over all the Fines, Forfeitures and Pe- 
nalties they fhall refpectively receive or re- 
cover as aforefaid (deducting Two Shillings 
in the Pound for the Trouble of Collection) 
to the Military ‘Treafurer of the County in 
which they refide, taking his Receipt for 
the fame. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That the Monies coming to the Hands of 
the refpective Military Ticafurers under this 
Act thall,-and may be, approp,iated by the 
Pictident or Commander in Chief, by and 
vath the Advice and Confent of the Field- 
Ozficers of the Battalions in each County, or 
a Majority of them, to be convened together 
on Notice for that Purpofe, in Manner fol- 
lowing. —Firft, For the providing Arms and , 
‘Accoutrements for fuch of the Perfons en- - 
rolled, as are rated in the Affefiments for 
the current Year at lefs than Four Pounds in 
the County of New-cafle, and Six Pounds 
in the other Counties, or are poor and can- 
not procure them for themiclves, to be 
diftributed among the Companies, of Mi- 
litia in each County ; andthe Arms and Ac- 
coutrements fo to be diftributed for the Ufe 
of each Company, fhall be delivered to the 
Captain thereof, who is to take Care of, 

and 
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and be refponfible for them to the General 
Affembly of this State, at the End of the 
prefent War.—Secondly, For the Payment 
of Adjutants, Sergeant-Majors, Drum-Ma- 
jors, Fite-Majors, and Trumpeters with- 
in the faid County.— Thirdly, For the Re-' 
licf of fuch Enrollers as may be wounded, 
or otherwife difabled in actual Service.— 
Fourthly, For the Relief and Support of the 
Widows and Children of thofe who may be 
killed in a¢tual Service, by way of Annul- 
ties.—And, Fifthly, To pay fuch of the 
Enrollers as, through Poverty, are not rated 
or affefled towards the county and other 
public Taxes, for the Time they may frend 
in the Field on Muftef-" or Review-Days ; 
the Refidue, if any, to be paid into the 
‘Treafury of the County, and applicd‘as o- 
ther public Taxes are. 


AND BE IT ENACTED, That the 
Prefident or Commander in Chief fhall from 
Time to Time draw Orders on the refpec- 
tive Military Treafurers, in favour of the re- 
fpeClive Colonels of the Militia, for any Sunt 
or Sums fo appropriated as aforefaid: And 
the faid Colonels are hereby required to dit 
pofe of and apply the fame Monies to 
the Wes- for which they fhall be fo appro- 

ue priated, 
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priated, and in a reafonable Time after to 
rendér a juft and true Account of the Dif- 
pufition thereof to the Prefident. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED; 
That it fhall and may be lawful for the 
Prefident, on Application from Congrels, 
or the Commander in Chief of the Conti- 
nental Army, for the Aid of the Militia of 
this State, to iffue Orders to the feveral 
Commanding Officers of Battalions to calk 
out the fame at fome convenient Place in 
cach County, and enrol every able bodied 
Male white Perfon who is willing to march 
_ to the Affiftance of any State invaded ; whicly 
fad Enrolments the leveral Commanding 
Officers fhall return to the Prefident, who, 
with the Advice of the Privy-Council, fhall 
form the faid Perfons fo enrolled into Com- 
panies and Battalions, and nominate and 
commiffion Officers for the fame, and direét 
and order their March. 


AND BE IT ENACTED, That éach' 
and every Perfon fo enrolling and marching 
fhall be entitled to, and receive, the Sum 
of Four Dollars per Month as a Bounty (the 
firt Month’s Bounty to be paid at the Time’ 
of marching) over a above the monthly 


~ Pay, 
+ 
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Pay and Subfiftence allowed to the Troops 
in the Continental Army; which Bounty 
{ħall be drawn for by the Prefident of this 


State on the Truftees of the Loan-Offices 
refpectively. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
‘That every Perfon, who doth not enrol 
himfelf, and exercife in the Militia agree- 
able to the Directions ot this Act, fhall 
pay the Fines and Penalties by him incur- 
red for refufing or neglecting the fame to 
the Collector of the public Taxes of the 
Hundred in which he refides, at the- Time 
of Payment of his County Rate or Le- 
vy. P 


AND, to the End that the refpective 
Collectors of the public Levies in this State 
may know of whom to demand and receive 
the Payments directed to be made to them 
by this Act, IT IS HEREBY ENACTED, 
That the Colonel or Commanding Officer 
of each Battalion of Militia in this State 
fhall make a compleat Lift of the Names 
as well of fuch Perfons within the Diftrict 
of his Battalion as have refufed or neglect- 
ed to enrol and exercife in the Militia, a- 
grecable to the Directions of this Act, ue 
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of the Amount of the Penalties by them re- 
fpe€tively incurred at the Time of making 
faid Lift, as of every Male Perfon of the ' 
Age of fifty Years and upwards, made li- 
able by this Act to annual Payment: And 
the faid Colonel or Commanding Officer, 
fhall, on or before the Fir Day of Fune next, 
and on or before the Twenty-fifth Day of 
January in every Year thereafter, return the 
faid Litt, certified under his Hand, into the 
‘Office of the Clerk of the Peace of the 
County to which his Battalion belongs, who

Peace fhall annually, within one Month

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AND BE IT ALSO ENACTED, That 
the faid Collectors refpeétively are hereby 
authorized and required to demand and re- , 
ceiye, of the Perfons named in the Lift fo. to, 
be delivered as aforefaid, the refpective, 
Sums of Money wherewith they fhal! ftand 
charged therein ; and if any of the faid Per- 
fons fhall refufe or negleét to pay the Sum 
or Sums, fo rated and annexed, by the Space 
of ten Days after demand made, the -faid 
Collectors refpectiyely fhall and may pro- 
ceed to levy and recover the fame, in the 
Manner as is directed by the Act for raifing 
County Rates and Levies. And the faid 
Collectors refpectively fhall, on or before the 


Jif Day of November in every Year, render a 


true and juft Account of, and pay unto the

deemed to extend to the faithful Perfor- 
mance of the Duty hereby required of them,

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That the Military Treafurers refpečtively. 
fhall, in Books to be provided for that Pur- 
pofe, keep diftin&, fair and true Accounts 
of all public Monies that (hall come to their 
Hands, and of what they Pay by Virtue of 
this Act, or by Orders of the General Af- 
fembly, and fhall exhibit the fame Books, to- 
getherwith theirother Vouchers, to the Com- 
mittees of the General Alfembly who may 
be appointed from Time to Time to fettle 
the faid Accounts. And the faid Military 
Treafurers fhall have and 1. ‘eive for their 
Trouble and Service the sum of Two 
Pounds and Ten Shillings for every Hun- 
dred Pounds, and fo in Proportion for any 
greater or lefler Sums of Money, to be al- 


? lowed them at fettling their Accounts. And 


where any Military Treafurer fliall be re- 
moved from his Office, he fhall deliver up

_AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That the refpective Military Treafurers for 
the Time being, or any others to be ap- 
pointed by the General Aflembly, before 
they fhall further enter upon the Execution 
of their Office, fhall give Bond to the Pre- 
fident for the Time being, inthe Name of 
the DeLaware Srare, with fufficient 
Surety, in the Sum of One Thoufand 
Pounds, conditioned, for the faithful Perfor- 
fance of the Truft by this Act in them 
repofed. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That if any Juftice of the Peace within this
